mountains to the sea,” is the 
main objective of the newly- 
formed West Arcadia Improve¬ 
ment Association, members of 
which include some 30 Arcadia 
business and professional men. 

Postmaster J. Victor Coveil, 
elected president at an organiza¬ 
tion meeting last Thursday night, 
is readying plans for t}ie first 
full-fledged meeting of the Asso¬ 
ciation, scheduled for next Wed¬ 
nesday. A constitution and by¬ 
laws will be drafted by the di¬ 
rectors at Wednesday’s meeting. 

Extension of Baldwin avenue | 
south of its present terminus is j 
also being considered, in order i 
to provide a southern outlet to 
the road. 

While the first objective of the 
Arcadia Association will be the 
opening of Baldwin avenue be¬ 
tween Huntington Drive and Colo¬ 
rado boulevard; the group is 
looking towards the eventual ex¬ 
tension of the road through to 
Foothill boulevard, where it will 
connect up with the local section 
of Baldwin avenue. 

Expen.sc of an underpass be¬ 
neath the Santa Fe tracks is as- 
sertedly the reason for favoring 
the opening of the road only as 
far as Colorado boulevard at this 
time. Later, when the Huntington 
Drivc-Colorado boulevard link is 
completed, the association will 
seek the opening of the road be¬ 
tween Colorado boulevard and 
E’oothill boulevard.

nect the Sierra Madre tunnel of 
the distribution system for the 
Metropolitan Water Di.strict’s 
Colorado River Aqueduct with 
the Pasadena tunnel, which has j 
just been completed, will be ! 
called by the Water Board within I 
the next two or three months, j 
according to Franklin Thomas. 1 
vice-chairman of the Board. The 
connection, which will run south 
west across the Hastings ranch 
and Eaton Wash and join the 
Pasadena tunnel at Mountain 
street and Martelo avenue, will be 
a pipe line and not a tunnel. 

Excavation work on the local 
tunnel under Grand View avenue 
by Wednesday morning was with¬ 
in 681 feet of completion. The 
bore has progro.ssed as far as 
Sierra Madre avenue, and at the 
present rate of progress the ex¬ 
cavating will bo completed be¬ 
fore the middle of March. The 
tunnel is now 6119 feet long, and 
30,595 cubic yards of earth have 
been excavated.

An ordinance to create a “spe¬ 
cial gas tax street improvement 
fund” in the city treasury was 
given first reading at Wednesday 
night’s City Council meeting.

“all money received by the City 
from the State under provisions 
of the Streets and Highways 
Code for the acquisitin of real 
property or interests therein, or 
for the con.struction, maintain- 
ance or improvement of streets 
and highways other than State 
highways,” shall be paid into 
this fund. 

All money in the fund must be 
“expended exclusively for the pur¬ 
poses authorized by the Streets 
and Highways Code."

Mr. Carew, a former president of 
the Forum, was at his best. The 
session was held in the audi¬ 
torium of the City Hall. Several 
atlmirers of the si>eaker had 
driven over from Pasadena to 
hear him. 

Mr. Carew took for his sub¬ 
ject, "Peace and the Munition 
Makers," and the Washington 
warning took point as the speak¬ 
er developed his tlieme. By facts 
brought out in recent Congres¬ 
sional investigations he showed 
that tlie same individuals who 
are now loudest and most persis¬ 
tent in their appeals to aggres¬ 
sive patriotic sentiment are those 
who profited most in the World 
War and stand to profit most by 
all present and future war activi¬ 
ties. 

Red Million.s— 

"The dream of world peace,” 
Mr. Carew said, "will remain but 
a dream as long as men are per¬ 
mitted to make profits out of 
munitions. So long as we have 
men who make millions out of 
a slaughter so long shall we have 
war.” 

The munitions industry gen¬ 
erally he characterized as an In.- 
ternational racket, united with 
certain great banking Interests in 
what he said was “an unholy al¬ 
liance." 

That this alliance was not loyal 
to either of the older political 
parties, Mr. Carew' said, was 
matlo manifest not only by their 
vast contributions to the cam¬ 
paign funds of both Republicans 
and Democrats, but by their bit¬ 
ter attacks on the leaders of 
either party who happened to op¬ 
pose them. He said that the same 
forces now alligned against the 
present a d m i n i s t r a tion, as 
-summed up in the recent speech 
of A1 Smith, brought all their 
strength to bear in the effort to 
crush President Hoover, at a 
time when the latter suggested 
tlmt .'America was spending too 
much money for armaments.

not trouble the ordinary or- 
chardist or farmer. 

To arrive at a ba.sis for deter¬ 
mining "net income,” it is first 
necessary to total “gross income.” 
And under "gross,’ the farmer’s 
return blank first provides for the 
amounts received from the sale 
of livestock and produce, includ¬ 
ing cattle, poultry, dairy pnxlucts, 
etc. A second column provides 
for gross returns on the sale of 
crops such as com, wheat, cot¬ 
ton, fruits, etc., and still another 
column stipulates “other receipts,” 
including merchandise received 
for produce, earnings received 
from machinery work, hire of 
teams and breeding fees. 

Then the report provides for 
deduction of expenses. .\nd under 
farm expen.ses are listed feed, 
seed and plants, thre.shing and 
balling, cotton ginning, silo fill¬ 
ing. milling and grinding feed, 
fertilizers and spraying materials, 
black.smithing, fuel and oil for 
farm work, barrels, bags, crates, 
twine, etc., insurance on property 
(except dwelling), interest on 
farm notes and mortgages, water 
rent, farm rentals, taxes (except 
Federal and State income taxes, 
estate ,inheritance, legacy, suc¬ 
cession and gift taxes) and other 
items actually chargeable to farm 
operation costs. 

Also deductible in arriving at 
the "net” are repairs and de¬ 
preciation on farm buildings, farm 
machinery’ and tools, farm fences, 
drains and ditches, with the un¬ 
derstanding. however, that prop¬ 
erty values shall bo based on 
"original cost,” rather than re¬ 
placement cost. 

And here’s an important point: 
The valuo of farm prcxiuce cmi- 
fannrd by the farmer a>ui hiti 
famUy need not hr reportfd as 
inrame. Expenses incurred in rais¬ 
ing such produce, however, can 
not be claimed as deductions. 

Having deducted these deduc¬ 
tions (plus any others which he 
can convince the State are legiti¬ 
mate), the farmer then knows his 
net income. And from that point 
on. he is in the same category as 
the ordinary citizens.

W HAT constitutes your "net” 
income ? 

If you haven’t been pon¬ 
dering that problem as yet, per¬ 
haps it’s just as well to begin, 
because California has a new net 
Income tax. due and payable on 
or before April 15th. 

The problem of seperating 
“net” from "gross” is admittedly 
more difficult for the grower or 
farmer than for the professional 
man, or business man. 

But this fact has been taken 
into consideration by Charles J. 
McColgan, State franchise tax 
commissioner and income tax col¬ 
lector, with the re.sult that in¬ 
come tax blanks for farmers in¬ 
clude a special "Schedule of 
Farm Income and Expenses,” de-^ 
signed to simplify the farmer’s* 
return. 

And In addition, Mr. McColgan 
gives the further assurance that 
farmers will not be forced to set 
up an elaborate bookkeeping 
system to satisfy the state gov¬ 
ernment-providing they play fair 
with the government and report 
their earnings as honestly and 
Intelligently as possible. 

Even though the income tax 
return blank, at first glance, may 
have the appearance of a war¬ 
rant of arrest ,or a court sum¬ 
mons, it isn’t actually half so 
bad, according to Tax Commis- 
■sloner McColgan, and it is im¬ 
portant that the problem bo ap¬ 
proached in the right state of 
mind. He reminds, in this regard, 
that the State income tax was 
enacted to balance inequalities in 
the .sales tax; that it was sup¬ 
ported by virtually all of the 
State farm organizations, and 
that it will bear much more 
heavily on the wealthy than on 
Farmers and others of moderate 
Income. 

But to proceed to business—fill¬ 
ing out the return! 

At the out.sct, all unmarried 
persons with net Incomes of more 
than $1000 per year, or married 
couples with net incomes of $2500 
or more, must file income tax re¬ 
ports -even if they don’t have 
to pay the tax. 

The tax is 1 per cent on the 
first $5000 of net income; 2 per 
cent from $5000 to $10,000; 3 per 
cent from $10,000 to $15,()00, 
graduating up to a maximum of 
1.5 per cent for net income of 
$250,000 or more. The higher 
brackets, however, will probably

WHEN IGNORANCE IS NOT BLISS 

While this paper has always lieeii in sympathy to some 
extent with those of its readers who are opposed to any 
great expansion of Sierra Madre’s population, there is, it 
seems to us, an aspect of the subject which even the most 
ardent stand-patters will concede. 

We refer to our vacant lots. There are probably vacant 
lots enough in Sierra Madre to funiish building sites for 
ten times our present population; and this with no sug¬ 
gestion of crowding; building sites for spacious homes, 
each in its landscaped garden. 

With no desire to appear class-conscious, not to say 
snobbish, we maintain that the people likely to build and 
occupy such homes are very likely to be valuable assets 
to any community. The lots now vacant, in every section of 
Sierra Madre, are eminently of a nature to apixial to such 
people. There are no badly situated lots in Sierra Madre; or 
if any they are extremely few. Evci-y5vhere the mountains 
bestow their largess of beauty. Everyw^here the drainage 
is perfect, the views superb, the soil good, the climate the 
same acme of perfection. Everywhere moreover there are 
good neightiors who have richly proven what private 
Edens these lots may become. 

Now, certainly, even the established homes of those 
who would keep Sierra Madre precisely as it is, would be 
lienefited were these vacant spaces in turn improved. 

And ev'erywhere in America, after this rigorous wdnter, 
are the potential citizens of Sierra Madre—of the sort that 
all could welcome—waiting for new’s of the Promised Land. 
For them. Sierra Madre might be—probably would be— 
that promised land. 

Why not let them know about it? Their ignorance is 
not bliss—for them—or for us. 

“PRODUCTION FOR USE” PLANT FAILS 
(Reseda News) 

Los Angeles county is retiring from the business of 
rehabilitating indigents. The plant at (Glendale in which 
the undertaking was launched is to be dismantled and the 
salvage turned over to some other depaiTnent. 

Rehabilitation grew out of Upton Sinclair’s creed for 
banishing poverty by “production for use,” the seed genm 
of all Epic undertaking. Shortly after the election in which 
Sinclair was defeated and disappointed Epics were clamor¬ 
ing, a member of the board of supeiwisors conceived the 
idea of trying production for use under county supeiwision. 

-In furtherance of the plan a plant was provided and 
one George Knox Roth, a capable man, w’as placed in 
charge. Accordingly, is was made ready and indigents were 
offered employment. What they made or produced was in¬ 
tended for use, either where made or by some other county 
department where such articles were needed. The project 
was known as the county’s little Epic. All right, of course, 
if it worked; and Upton and his followers vouched for its 
workings. 

After ample time to test it out the county throws up 
the sponge and hollers “enuf.” A report placed on file is 
interesting. It is stated that besides using labor furnished 
by the SERA amounting to .$42,644, the deficit amounts to 
$27,400, which the county must make good. The undeiTak- 
ing proved a loser from the beginning and nothing the 
management could do availed to prevent loss. 

The principal reason assigned for the failure is said 
to have been inability to procure indigents to do the work. 
Plenty of persons could qualify as far as being indigent 
was concerned. But effective workers were scarce. Some of 
them were unable to work, but most of the rest were un¬ 
willing to work, the net result being that only a small per¬ 
cent did anything. 

A WORD FOR THE FORUM 

It speaks well for the civic prosperity of any com¬ 
munity when its local Forum can present, all in the friend¬ 
liest spirit, two such opposing view's as those held by our 
good friend, Harold Carew, and our equally good friend, 
A. R. Hinton. Both gentlemen, as Sierra Madreans need 
not be informed, ai’e persons of strongly individualistic 
convictions; they are, moi'eover, both widely informed, in¬ 
tellectually honest to the highest degree, and rightly given 
to an unequivocal expression of what they consider to be 
the truth. Mr. Carew, in his Forum speech, warmly de- 
clar-ed that peace was a di’eam .so long as we had munition- 
makers who saw in w'ar rich profits. In other words, war is 
lar-gely a product of the munition-maker's. Whemipon, Mr. 
Hinton r-ises to remar'k, with erural ferwor, that peace is a 
dr-eam anyhow—that wars always have been and will con¬ 
tinue to be—with or without benefit of the munition-mak¬ 
ers. Yet the affair came off with per-fect urbanity—the 
spirit we have come to expect in the conduct of our For-um. 
May its spirit long survive—and pr-evail in the coming 
electrons.

Idlers Get More 
Relief Than The 

Workers For WPA I

“They actually get more for 
doing nothing than doing some¬ 
thing,” said Mrs. Martin U. Tidd, 
head of the LACRA social service 
department, this week, comparing 
payments to dole recipients with 
wages paid WPA workers. 

For workers the WPA pays a 
flat $55 a month. For dole re¬ 
cipients the LACRA pays non¬ 
workers on a sliding scale rang¬ 
ing as high as $80.14 for a fam¬ 
ily of 10. 

Mrs. Tidd reported to the Citi¬ 
zens Relief Committee how this 
discrepancy tempts many healthful 
workers on WPA to feign sick¬ 
ness. 

“If they successfully feign ill¬ 
ness,” .she said, "they are re¬ 
moved from the $55 a month 
WPA and put on the LACRA. 
There they do nothing and get 
paid.” 

Auto License Fees 
In State $400,000 
Over 1934 Figure 

Motorists of California con¬ 
tributed $2,917,918.31 in 1935 to 
develop county roads and a like 
amount to build and maintain 
their State highways. Gov. Frank 
F. Merriam reported this week. 
The 1935 allotment exceeds by 
nearly $400,000 the amount ap¬ 
portioned in 1934. County trea¬ 
suries received $2,782,793.17 in 
the August settlement, and the 
remaining $135,125.14 of the 1935 
apportionment from motor vehicle 
funds is now being paid. The 
State highway system receives 
similar amounts. 

Los Angeles county, with 916,- 
842 auto registrations, receives 
the largest share of the 1935 ap¬ 
portionment. Alameda county i.s 
second, San Francisco county 
third Eind San Diego county 
fourth. 
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Extend Discount 
To Greater Number 
Of Gas Consumers 

-Application of the recently an¬ 
nounced discount on gas bills, 
which provides 15 per cent off on 
that portion between $2 ano $25 
of each monthly gas bill, has 
been broadened so that it will 
now apply to a much larger num¬ 
ber of customers of the Southern 
Counties Gas Co. who use na¬ 
tural gas as the principal fuel 
for cooking, water-heating and 
house-heating, it is announced. 

The discount is now extended 
to those customers using non- 
automatic gas water-heaters, and 
the room and building heating re¬ 
quirements have been liberalized 
so that only one piece of gas 
heating equipment is necessary 
if it provides the principal heat¬ 
ing. The discount does not apply 
to customers having a range or 
cook stove or any major appli¬ 
ance u.sing fuel other than ga.s. 

The new rate becomes effective 
with regular meter readings after 
March 31, upon acceptance of 
the customer's application.

Followlng decision of the Mt. 
Wilson Toll Road Co. to abandon 
the property, the historic scenic 
roadway from Altadena to the 
.summit of Mt. Wilson will revert 
to the county of Los Angeles next 
Sunday, under the provisions of 
the political code of California. 
One of the original 18 toll roads 
in the county, it will be closed 
temporarily for widening and re¬ 
moval of some of the curves, 
according to Supervisor Roger 
Jessup. 

Recently the company attemp¬ 
ted to sell the road to the 
county, but the offer was refused. 
Supervisor H. C. Legg stating 
that the road “led to nowhere" 
and that the county was not in¬ 
terested in taking over a road 
that led to a commercial amuse¬ 
ment center. With the road aban¬ 
doned by the Toll Co., however, 
the county will be forced to ac¬ 
quire it willy-nilly. 

Since the operation of the mag- 
nificept high-gear Angeles Crest 
highway to the .summit of Mt. 
Wil.son via. La Canada, the toll 
road is no longer indispensible, 
save possibly for fire-fighting pur- 
po.^es. It may possibly be utilized 
to reach the one or more prison 
camps which the county plans to 
establish in the mountains.

The board of supervisors 
was to study the problem and 
suggest what if any functions of 
the smaller municipalities could 
more economically be administered 
by the county. 

“The discussion led nowhere un¬ 
less to confusion. Supervisor Legg 
was one of the speakers. He 
plainly doubted that the county 
could assume any of present po¬ 
litical functions of the smaller in¬ 
corporated cities at any lesser 
cost. And he added that instead 
of wasting time on these lesser 
tax problems, the big tax prob¬ 
lem, the one that now requires 
63 cents out of every tax dollar, 
relief, was the one that was sap¬ 
ping the tax blood of Los Ange¬ 
les county. He intimated that If 
some sensible system could be de¬ 
vised to remove from the relief 
rolls the thousands who were not 
entitled to relief, the problem of 
tax reduction would be largely 

solved. . - 

"Assemblyman Lyons of Los 
Angeles argued against the idea 
of consolidation, particularly the 
proposal of Los Angeles becoming 
both the city and county.

TIME NOW TO PLANT 

DAHLIA SEED- IT'S FUN 


C ULTIVATING dahlias from 
seed is a sport which many 
gardeners look forward to with 
enthusiasm each planting season, 
Although cuttings and tubers are 
the usual method of production, 
.seed is much less expensive and g, 
far more exciting because of the q 
uncertainty, and the ever pre.sent 
possibility of discovering a worth- 
while new variety. 

Plant breeders have been par- jg 
ticularly successful in late years ^j. 
in developing dahlias which run 
reasonably true to type and color g, 
from seed. This is especially true gj 
of the Unwin and Coltness dah- 
lias, both dwarf types w'hose bril- j,, 
liancy and color range assure j 
them a prominent and lasting pj 
place in the annual .summer show 
of color. They may be planted 
with complete assurance, and may q 
be as easily grown from seed as ^ 
zinnias. g 

Large flowered dahlias are more ^ 
difficult to grow. Success, how- 
ever, is correspondingly more .j 
pleasing, and even a few of the 
tall and stately plants in flower 
make the effort seen, worthwhile. 
With the exception of the Colt- 
ness and Unwin types, which may 
be sown where they are to flower, ^ 
sow seeds in indoor boxes using 
porous soil so as to prevent cak- ^ 
ing. Keep them moist, but not ^ 
wet, until plants appear. j. 

When the seedlings have grown ^ 
their second pair of leaves, trans- j, 
plant them, covering them In the ^ 
soil to the height of the first j 
leaves. The seedling plants need ^ 
the protection of a cold frame 
until all danger of frost is past, 
and they have made a substantial ^ 
I growth. Then plant them in the . 
garden. 

An open, sunny location is best | 
for dahlias, and they should be ; 
staked to protect from gusts of ( 
wind when they exceed 2 feet j 
in height. A deeply cultivated, ; 
moderately rich soil is best.

And 
in his analysis of the sources of | 
this fund, the speaker cited, from ' 
government figu»es, evidence that 
eight of the largest contributors 
to the “League” are members of 
the DuPont family, whose income 
during three years of the world 
war amounted to $228,000,000. 

Largely as a result of this 
sort of propaganda, said Mr. 
Carew, the United States has 
spent ten billions of dollars for 
its army and navy since 1920. 
“And yet now,” he went on, “the 
Secretary of the Navy comes out 
with the statement that at the 
present time we have only a 
third-class navy, and the Secre¬ 
tary of War tells us that our 
army ranks only sixteenth among 
the armies of the world. If this 
is so--who got the graft?” 

Two Sides— 

After the prolonged applause 
that followed Mr. Carew’s talk, 
Mr. A. R. Hinton was given the 
floor and developed the theme 
that there always had been wars 
and always w^ould be wars and 
that munition-makers had noth¬ 
ing to do what.soever with the 
incitement of international con¬ 
flict. He declared that this was 
a controversial subject, both sides 
to which should be submitted to 
the Forum. 

In this contention the Forum 
management heartily agreed and 
it was arranged for Mr. Hinton 
to present a speaker giving the 
other side of the war and mu¬ 
nitions subject at an early ses¬ 
sion. 

Others Speak— 

other speakers were Lee Ship- 
pey, who maintained that the 
League of Nations was doing a 
fine work in the matter of war- 
suppression; Mrs. Ro.se Snell, who
